HISTORY of the late WAR in AMERICA. 
From the Bairish ANNUAL ReGisTer, for1777- 
[Cowtinued from No. XXXIV.} 


| Poe this war of words and opini- 
ons in the old world, we are led to 
a war of deeds and arms in the new. 
The one notwithtanding the fuppofed 
fummary decifivenafs of its nature, being 
little more conclufive than the other. 
The hoftile armies at Philadelphia and 
Valley Forge, paffled the feverity of the 
winter, within a few miles of each o- 
ther, in great quiet. The affailants, 
however, contrary to the general courfe 
and circumftance of war, had the advan- 
tageof a capital city, and that a fine one, 
for their quarters ; whilft the native ar- 
my was onder a neceffity of enduring all 
the extremity of the feafon, under abet: 
ted camp in the open field. Notwith- 
mr this great advantage in point of 
eafe and convenience, the lines and re- 
doubts with which it was found necef- 
fary to cover the city of Philadelphia,did 
not permit the Britifh orauxiliary forces 
to ruft in their military habits, or to grow 
languid in the exercife of their military 
duties. Upon the whole, the army was 
well fupplied and healthy. 

In the mean time, the gallant and un- 
fortunate arthy, that had been under a 
neceflity of fubmitting to the terms of 
the convention at Saratoga, met with 
great and uncxpeéted delays and difficul- 
ties in refpeét to their return to Europe, 
and underwent many grievous vexations, 
m that ftation which had been allotted 
for their reception in the ncighbourhood 
of Botton. The former of thefe, howe- 
ver, opened the great ground of griev- 
ance, as the fucceeding cowd not other- 
wife have been of any confiderable du- 
ration. Notwithitanding the énmity 
which unhappily prevails between the 
now disjointed parts of the Britifh na- 
tion, it affords us no fatisfaétion in treat- 
ing this fubjeét, that truth and juftice 
compel us, Grongly to coadema the con- 


du&t of the Congrefs ; who fcem, upaa 
this occafion, to have departed widely 
from thet fyftem of fairnets, equity, and 
good faith, fo effential to new States, and 
whic had hitherto appeared, in a confi- 
derable degree, to have been the guide of 
their ations. 

Tt feems to have been rather unlucky, 
at leaft in point of time, that a requifition 
for fome deviation from the terms of the 
convention, had been made by the Brit- 
ith commanders. This was for the em- 
barkation of the convention troops, ci- 
ther at the Sound, near New-York, or at 
Rhode-Ifland, inftead of Bolton, which 
was the place appointed for their depar- 
ture to Europe. And in confequenee of 
the expectation entertained,that this pro- 
pofal would have been complied with, 
the tranfports for the conveyance of the 
troops were aflembled at Rhode-ifland. 
The Congrefs, however, not only refuf- 
ed to comply with the requifition, but 
made it a ground of pretended fufpicion, 
that the meafure was propofed merely to 
afford an opportunity to the convention 
troops to join their fellows, with an in- 
tention then of making fome pretence for 
evading or breaking the terms of the ca- 
pitulation, and continuing to aé&tin A- 
merica, to the great detriment and dan- 
ger of the commoncaufe. To ftrength- 
en this colour of fufpicion, they pretend- 
ed, that the 26 tranfports wijch were 
provided at Rhode-Ifland, were infufh- 
cient for the conveyance of above 5,600 
men, ina winter voyage to Europe ; and, 
in the prefent ftateof things, with refpec& 
to provifions, both in the Britith fleet 
and army, it was {carcely poflible that 
they could have been victualled for fo 
long a voyage, and fo great a number, 
in fo fhovt a time. 

In the mean time, great complaints 
having been made, by the Britith officess 
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tax Baftan, of the badnefs of the quar- 
ets with which they*had been provided, 
“and which they reprefented, as being 
‘neither conformable to their expectation, 
rank, or to the terms of capitulation, 
Ge fenfe and conftruction of fome ftrong 
gxpoftulation which was.made by Gene- 
Sab Bergorrah in a letter of ‘complaint 
mpon the fubje&t, was wrefted by the 
Congrefs to a direct declaration, that the 
convention had been broken on their 
pers by a violation’ of its condition. 
“This 


they‘reprefented as a matter of the. 


amott (erious and alarming nature ; whic. 
dndicated a fullintention in the Britith 
Genera] and army, to confider ‘the con- 
yention as diffolved, by this fuppofed 
violation of it which was charged on 
their fide, as foon as they got within the 
dmnits of their power ; and a declaration 
of the fort now made, under the prefent 
circumftances of that army, would. ap- 
pear, they faid, no fmall publick juftifica- 
tion of their future conduét, in aétin 
as if they were in no degree Sout 
when at large, by a capitulation, which 
they had formerly difavowed under re- 
ftraint. 

Some paltry refolutions which were 
paffed, as to the foldiers not having 
faithfully delivered up all their accou- 
trements, were of fo fhameful a nature, 
as to be highly difgraceful to the Con- 

efe ; and feemed ftrongly to indicate, 
Bic they were ready. to gray at any 
pretence, however weak or futile, by 
which they could evade the terms of the 
convention, without incurring the charge 
of a direét breach of publick faith, 

It was in vain that the General ex- 
plained the intention, as well as the con- 
ftru€tion of that paflage in his letter, 
which went no farther than to a well- 
founded complaint, and a demand of re- 
diefs purfuart to the terms of the con- 
vention. It was toas little purpofe that 
his officers, in order to remove this new 
difficulty, refpeétively figned their parole, 
which they had hitherto refufed dving, 
wntil they could obtain redrefs in the 
article of quarters, and which was not 
at any time granted. The general even 
offered to pledge himfelf, that notwith- 
fanding the injurious {ufpicion enter- 
tained of his own honour and that of his 
officers, they would ftill join with him 
in figning avy writing or inftrument 
that might be thought necefflary, for 
ftrengthening, confirming, or renewing, 
the validity of the convention. 

But the Congrefs were inexerable.

Although the treaties between France 
and America weré not at that time con. 
cluded, it does not feem impoffible, that 
the councils of that court had fome con, 
fiderable operation upon the condu& of 
the Congrefs in this extraordinary trang 
action. Perhaps being fo clofely pref 
fed as they were, by a part only of the 
King’s forces, then in aétual -poffeffion 
of the moft confiderable of their cities, 
for magnitude, wealth, and commanding 
fituation, they thought, that fuffering 
thofe convention troops to be fent to 
Europe, from whence they might beé eas 
fily replaced, would entirely turn again 
them the fcale of war; and therefore, 
they chofe to facrifice their reputation, by 
an aét never exculable, rather than theis 
Being, at this critical hour. 

Some fuccefsful predatory expeditiong 
into theJerfes,and on the Delaware, with 
a furprife of a party of the enemy (wha 
fuffered noinconfiderable lofs in men} 
on the Pennfylvania fide, by Lieutenant. 
Colonel Abercrombie, were the onlg 
sperations which diftingvifhed the re« 
maining adminitration of General Sir 
William Howe in the command of the 
army. The lofs of the Americas in 
thele expeditions, and in fome others, 
which were undertaken from Rhode. 
Ifland towards the end of May, was 
exceedingly great, both with refpeé& to 
publick and private property. Ships, 
boxrts, houfes, placesof worthip, ftores 
of all forts, and of whatever nature, whe- 
ther, public or private ;,in a word, every 
thing ufeful to man that was liable to 
the action of fire, was in’ fome places 
confumed by it. The officers, however, 
attributed fome of the enormities,. with 
refpect to the burning of private houfes, 
to the licence and rage of the foldiers, 
and declared them to be entirely contrary 
to their intentions, and orders. 

The Americans, as ufwal, made the 
fevereft charges of cruelty, many of 
which we hope to bc unfounded, again 
the troops employed in thefeexpeditions. 
Particularly the denis! of quarter, and 
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the flaughtering men in cold blood, fe- 
yeral of whom they faid, neither had 
arms in their mez § nor one a oe 
military capacity. . alfo complain- 
ed Ma ee oks.Ilaed fe, where the 
charges were fironger made) as a lefs 
cruel, though not more defentible aét of 
injuftice, the carrying off the peaceable 
inhabitants of the country, and detain- 
ing them as prifoners of war, until they 
fhould at fome time or other be exchang- 
ed, for an equal number of foldiers mf 
enon their fide in arms. Andalthough 
it was replied to this complaint, that as 
by their laws, every inhabitant from 16 
to 60, was liable to be called upon to 
take up arms, and was therefore to. be 
confidered and treated at all times as a 
foldier, whether he was found in a&ual 
fervice or not, we can hy nomeans think 
tke reafoning included m this anfwer 
fatisfactory or conclufive. Upon . the 
whole, even if the treaty. between France 
and America had not unhappily rendered 
all hope of fuccefs from the nt con- 
ciliatory fyftem hopelefs, theie predatory 
and irritating expeditions would have 
pecans peculiary ill timed and unlucky. 

gh ftrongly and warmly recom-

During thefe tranfa@tions, neither the 
Congrefs, nor General Wathigton, 
omitted any means or og for 3 
vigorous campaign; whillt both, ia 
their publick a&ts boldly held out to the 
peopie the hope of its being the laft, and 
of their driving the Britith forces entire- 
ly out of America. The General, hav- 
ing now a the fubmiffion and pa- 
tience of his army in their long winter 
encampment, ftruck off all the fupera- 
bundant baggage both of men and oft 
cers, to the clofeft line of neceffity, and 
ventured upon every other reform, 
witich could render them agiie in fervice, 
and effective in aftion.

The Congrefs, among theit 
other attentions to the war, iffued 4 
refolution, ftrongly urging the young

And for want of goods, chattels, 
or real cftate of the faid C. D. within 
your preciné, to latisfy the fums afore- 
faid, and your faid fees, WE command 
you to take the body of the faid C. D. 
and him commit unto our goal in our 
county of aforefaid, there to be de- 
tained in faid gaol until he pay the full 
fums above-faid with your faid fees, or 
that the faid C. D. be discharged by the 
faid E. F. the creditor, or otherwife by 
order of Law. MHereof fail not, and 
make return of this writ with your do- 
ings thereon, unto the abeve-faid A. B. 
within ninety days from the date hereof, 
Witnefs the faid A. B. at the 
dayof ‘ inthe year of our LORD, 
37 A. B. 
And be it further ena&ed by the author- 


ty aforefaid, That in cale the defendant 


thall appear, agreeably to the fummons 
aforefaid, and hall difpute the demand 
therein ftated againft him, the Juftice thall 
ufe his beft endeavours, to induce the 
parties to areference of fuch difpute or 
demand ; and in cafe the parties agree to 
refer fuch difpute or demand, and agree 
on the perfons to determine the fame ; 
the referees thall have the fame power, 
and the fame proceedings fhall be had 
thereon, in all refpe&ts, as is pointed out 
by an act paffed the prefent os enti- 
tled, “An Aétfor rendering the decifion 
of civil caufes, as {peedy and as little ex- 
penfive as poffible:"’ And every Juftice 
of the Peace, fhall keep a fair record of 
his proceedings, in all a&tions brought 
before him, as in this a& is provided, in 
a book to be kept for that purpofe ; which 
record, fhall, on the death or removal 
from office of the Juftice, be lodged in 
the office of the Clerk of the Court of 
Common Pleas, in the fame county. 
And if any Juftice of the Peace, on his 
removal from office, fhall negle& 
lodge the record of his proceedings,as a- 
foretaid, for the {pace of fix months from 
fuch removal, he fhall forfeit, and pay 
the fum of Afiy pounds; and if the ex- 
ecuter or admuiniftrator, on theeitate of a 
deceafed Juftice, thall neglef&t to lodge 
fuch record as aforefaid, for the term of 
three months, after the fame fthall come 
to his hands, he fhall forfeitand pay the 
like fum of Afty pounds : And if any per- 
fon fhall knowingly deftroy, deface or 
conceal any of the records of a Jultice of 
the Peace after his deceafe, fuch perfon 
thall forfeitand pay the sum of one bund- 
red pounds, ‘The {faid fines and forfeit- 
ures fhall be fued for and recovered in 
the fame manner as by this A& is pro- 
vided for the recovery of debts ; one half 
thereof to the ufe of him or them, who 
fhall fue for the fame, and the other half 
to the ufe of the county, to which fuch 
Juttice while in office belonged. 

And be it further enadied by the author- 
ity aforefaid; That when a debt or de- 
mand brought before a Juftice of the 
Peace, agreeably to this AQ, is difputed 
by the detendant ; and the parties do not 
confent to fettle the fame by a reference, 
the plaintiff may carry fuch demand be- 
fore the Court of Common Pleas for tri- 
al, on his giving notice to the defendant, 
in prefence of the Juftice (who fhall re- 
cord the fame) of the time and piace 
where the faid aétion is to be heard and 
tried ; in which cafe, acopy of the pro- 
cefs before the Juitice, with all the pa- 
pers and evidence filed in the cafe, mge- 
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dher.with the plaintiff's declaration, thall 
be lodged in the office of the Clerk of 
the Court of Common Pleas in thecoun- 
ty where trial is to be had, at leaft fevea 
days before the fitting of the Court : and 
the plaintiff thall have a right to amend 
his declaration after the procefs, before 
a juttice, any time previous to the fame 
being lodged in the Clerk's office. Pro- 
vided, that if an alteration fhall be made 
in the fubfance of the declaration, the 
plaintiif hall caufe the defendant to be 
notified thereof, fourteen days before the 


fitting of fiid Court; and hall pay the * 


colts that fhail have arifen before fach al- 
¢eration was made. 

And be it further enafled by the author- 
“y aforefaid, That but one Attorney be 
allowed to plead on either fide, in any 
caufe before the Court of Common Pleas, 

And be it farther enafted by the author- 
Sty atorcfaid, That all writs and fum- 
monfes iflued by virtue of the AQ, thall 
be iffued by a Juftice of the Peace in the 
county whert the debtor or defendant re- 
fides ; and if the defendant thall demand 
a trial by Jury, fuch tial may be had, in 
the county where the creditor refides, if 
he thall require it, 

And be it further enaSed by the axthor- 
aty @forefaid, That no civil aétion fhall 
he cognizable ia the Courts of Common 
Pieas, which fhall be commenced after 

‘the firft day of January next (except ac- 
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tions in which the title of real eftates i¢ 
to be determined) unlefs it hath firtt been 
commenced and proceeded upon before 
a Juttice of the Peace, as is provided by 
this A&. 

Be it ena&ed by the authority aforefaid, 
That there thall be paid by the feveral 
Juttices of the Peace, to the Colleétor of 
Excife in the county or diftriét to which 
they refpeétively belong, for each and em 
Very writ, original fummons and execu 
tion, eight-pence ; to be made up in the 
bill of coft, and paid at the fa:ne tiine, 
and in the fame wanner, as other duties 
of them required. 

Ard be it further enafied, That this a 
fhall begin to operate and be in force, onj 
and after the firt day of January next, 
end fhall ‘continue for the term of two 
years, and no longer.

ACCOUNT of the INSURRECTION in VERMONT. 
From the Veauont GazeTrTe. 
To the PRINTERS. 


Lhe following is a rough but true lating of the conduG of government and the mob, at 
Windjor, lajt week, which you will please to infert. 
Supreme Court, Windfer, November 13, 1786. 


TN confequence of Robert Morrifon being 

appreheaded by a warrant, iffued by the 
court, and called to anfwer to an informa. 
tion filed againft him, for headtng a mob 
under arms, to impede and hinder the coun- 
ty court of faid county from Gtting, onthe 
lad of O&ober, a mob confiting of about 
fifty men, under arms, collected at Capt. 
Lull’s in Hartland, about five miles north 
of the court houfe, with a fixed determina- 
tion to fet Moarfifon at liberty. The fhe- 
rift getting intelligence of the defign, on the 
s6th of Novensbér, uildér the direttian of 
the court (who through the whole, have 
ated with the greateft firrmnefs) called on 
the militia. Capt. Dart, from Weathers- 
field, with his comipany, abd the Windfor 
militia were colleéted the fame evening. 
The court called a council, the |ieutenant- 
General being prefent, aad concluded, from 
the fituation of the mob, that it was the beft 
policy to take them by furprife. 

The high: theriff, Col. Wait, with about 
forty men under arms, between 3 and 4 0’- 
clock in the morning of the 17th, marched 
to the ground, pafled their guards by a cir- 
Cuitious rout, entered'the houfe in two di- 








vifions,and after a thort,but very refolute re- 
fitance, capftuated 27 of them ; their Icad- 
ers efeaped, ‘““se high fhcriff was badly 
wounded in the head, but was ftill able to 
attend court, and to have headed his regi- 
ment if necefiity had required it. Several 
others, among whom was the State's Attor- 
ney, were flightly wounded.—The Militia 
who turned out on the occafion, difcovered 
the greateft degree of humanity, and at the 
fame time as great a degree of firmnefs. 
Capt. Dait efpecially, and his company, de- 
ferve the pasticular thanks of the freemen. 
Thé party returned after a march of eleven 
miles, and had the culprits fafely lodged in 
goal before funrife. The State's Attorney 
by order of the court, filed information a- 
gainft them ; and on Saturday the 13th, 
fix hundred of the militia, under the com- 
mand of brigadier géncral Olcott, were af- 
fembled under arms. <A _ reinforcement of 
the mob of 100 men aflembled at the faid 
Lull’s, but finding the ftrength of govern- 
ment, retired, The prifoners on Saturday 
were called to plead, they plead guilty, ap- 
peared'véry humible and penitent, and were 
treated with great tendernefs by the court.

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The noble faculties of mind have fallen 
to the thare of man : But had they not 
dire&ted him to civil government, the 
full exertion of all thofe faculties had 
fearcely been fufficient fo maintain ‘a 
ftanding on the earth. Though God at 
firft “* cave man dominion ovér the whole 
earth, and over the fithes of the fea, and 
over the fowls of the air, and over every 
living thing that creepeth on the face of 
the earth,” yet, on a little refiection, we 
thal! be convincedsit is only by our union 
of ftrength in government, and the arts 
that flourifh under it, that this dominion 
cap be exesciféd,. Government was ule- 
ful, and perhaps neceilary, at firit, if 
only To defend us againft the Rronger beafts 
of prey. Though Iam ready toacknow- 
edge, that this now ceafes to be reckon- 
wd as one of the ends of government. 
But this was far from a!l man had to 
do. The naked body mutt be clothed, 
muft find a thelter, muft be fupplied in 
‘all its daily returning wamts. “ The 
‘young lions often lack and fuffer hun- 
ger’’—* The old lion peritheth for lack 
of prey"—They have no forefight, but 
man knows how to labour for the future, 


knows how to fortify himfelf by induftry . 
-againtt a tribe of wants. 


Yet fotong as 
property continues to be the obje@ of 
contention ‘* the root of every evil” fo 
Jong as confcience and the threatened 
wrath of God are infufficient to refrain 
the violence of rapacious man, fo lang 
mult government be neceffary ta Pratedé 
eur private property, and with it to pro- 
SeB our perfons. All men are ready to 
acknowledge this truth in general terms, 
but few are fully fenfible how much we 
owe to government. Even,religion, and 
the bleifed revelation pf Got's will to 
san, is handed down to us, is kept and 
preferved, and we tru‘t will be.delivered 
to after ages, by may of the arts which 
government, the firft of. arts, the nurfe 
and mother of them all, brought forth 
and {till proteéts. 

But government, like every othcc thing 
that pafies through the hands of man, is 
firongiy marked with his imperfections, 
Fer this reafon it has hitherto been found 
impracticable to comprehend one fingle 
continent, much lefs the world, within 
one government. As any private man, 
too rich and independent, is liable to 
forget himfelf, and conftantly in danger 
of fome deitructive viee, fo government, 
without fome rival power to enliven her 
attention, and prefeve her moderation, 
will either fail a prey to tyranny, be torn 
ty fattion and icdition, or Ank to ital

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ory and corruption, worfe than 
both. Rome needed her Carthage; And 
we remember the vigour and the happy

Thefe two are now the great defi 
of government. Thgt avertanent wie 
anf wers beft to thefe dckgas, undoubted.

Writers on this fubje& have com- 
monly commenced by arranging all go- 
vernments under three divifions—the 
enenar chical, or government of one perfon 
—the arifiocratical, or government of the 
nobility—and the democratical, or go 
vernment of the people. In the fame 
manner'we might rank mankind with 
refpe& to colour, and place them under 
the divifions of black, and white, an 
brown ; but as the different features a 
complexions of individuals form almo 
an infinite variety ; fois it in govern- 
sents ; and {carcely two can be found ae 
like. This general divifion however. ig 
of ufc, and I do not mean to reje& it; 
but £ mean to make another diftinétion, 
in wy mind, of much more importance; 
idiftin&tion between a free government 
and anarbitrary; or in other words be- 
tween a government of laws and a gov- 
ernment of men. Laws are often look- 
ed on as rigid things, and Equity may 
for a time appear more mild and flatter. 
ing : But—t {peak for myfelf—let me 
fall into the hands of the law,, and not 
into the hands of men. Let me look up 
to the law as my only mafter, and never 
be dependent on the favour of any prince, 
or any judge.
